bitant rate of interest to poorer people | 
and taking as security a mortgage on | 


personal property. 
The laws as they now stand make ft 


almost impossible for the court authori- | 
ties to curb unscrupulous money lenders | 


in their raids upOn wunfortunates, and 


hence the step taken by the grand jury | 


to frame new laws that will adequately 
protect this class. 

The bill seeks to regulate the 
business of money lending on personal 
property in a general way. The Dill pro- 
vides that no person, firm or corpora- 
tion shall engage in the business without 
obtaining a license which shall be non- 
transferable: that a bond of $500 shall 
be filed with the properly constituted 
officer: that the sureties on the bond 
may be made parties to any suit that 
may result; that a record of each loan 
shall be kept in a book used for that 
purpose that a record giving full particu- 
lars of the renewal of each loan shall 
be kept, the book to be open to the 


‘inspection of the proper authorities; that 


the rates of interest shall not exceed 
those prescribed in the bill; that a vio- 
lation of the act shall constitute a mis- 
demeanor and that the first nine sec- 
tions shall not apply to banking insti- 
tutions. 

Embodied in the bill are the best feat- 
ures of the Massachusetts and Maryland 
laws. It was prepared by Mr. Hopkins 
after a long and careful study of the 
subject and is approved by the Fulton 
county grand jury. 

The second bill ig an amandment to 
section 2753 of the code requiring proper 
notice to be given of foreclosure. 
bill will prevent the evil of foreclosure and 
sale of property of unfortunates without 
proper notice and due time in which to 
ward off the action. 

The third bill makes it unlawful for 
any bailiff or other officer to @rrest any 
person except on a regularly exeguted 
warrant. This does not apply to police 
or other criminal arrests. It will pre- 
vent the arrest of borrowers by bailiffs 
on the charge of of cheating and swin- 
dling which has been found In many 
cases to be simply an arrest for debt.

Disagree. 


Birmingham, Ala., June 24.—(Special.)— 
|The association of the operators of the 
furnaces in this district has been abol- 
‘ished, so far as treating with the miners 
is concerned, and each company . will 
hereafter make contracts with the min- 
|ers, separately and independently of any 
Other company. They have ail asked 
for copies of the scale as fixed by the 
|miners’ convention, and have diligently 


_considered it, and it is believed that each | 
company will have representatives before 


|the adjourned convention of miners’ to- 
| morrow to discuss the matter in detail. 

Heretofore but one contract has been 
Signed, and this was to include all op- 
/erators of furnaces, as well as those who 
mined coal for commercial purposes, and 
|all were bound by the same contract. 

While nothing is known positively as 
ito what the furnace men will do, it has 
\leaked out that they consider the miners 
too high, when the low price of iron is 
considered, and will ask for a reduction 
in the scale.

are not exactly agreed, and as each is 
authorized to make a contract for him- 
the commercial coal operators, it 
‘is said, will meet the miners tomorrow, 
-and sign a contract with the United 
| Mine Workers, if it is possible to reach 
an agreement. 

The conferences that are being held are 
|among the iron furnace operators and 
| the commercial coal operators. The com- 
| mercial coal operators feel that the fron 
| furnace coal operators tn disbanding the 
|, association were going ahead and mak-

The question now puzzling both classes 
of coal operators is whether the United 
Mine Workers of America willl treat with 
either class, unless both come ftmto the 
agreement and sign one scale.

Another row in the police department 
has cropped out by the filing of charges 
against Call Officer Sam T. Tibbs and 
the presentation of counter charges 
against Captain Z. B. Moon. 

Captain Moon charges that Tibbs has 
absented himself from police barracks 
without permission, has been disrespect- 
ful to his superior officers and talked in 
rather a sullen manner to citizens over 
the telephone. 

Cali Officer Tibbg charges that Captain 
Moon will not speak to him, will not 
recognise his Salutes, Nas allowed pris- 
oners to gO on copies of charges when 
there were serious cases against them, 
and with filing false charges against 
him. 

The entire matter will be aired before 
the board of police commissioners at 
their next meeting. All of the papers in

Day at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon by 
Chief of Police John W. Ball. Chairman 
Duy says the board will take action in 
both cases.

He then gave 
the prisoner a copy of charges, so 'lipbs 
claims, and allowed him to go free. It is 
further alleged that the same man who 
had been arrested and released had a 
fight shortly after he was released, and 
that he was too drunk at the time to be 
freed from custody.

Our investigation of the county's affairs

‘criticise and much to commend and we 
think tH® citizens of the county are to be 
|congratulated, 


County Convict Camps. 


Viewed from a sentimental] standpoint 
through magnifying glasses we would 
recommend its abolishment, but there are 
two sides to every question. We have 
‘endeavored to make our 
@long practical lines also. 
fully going through the various camps, 
and observing the labor performed by the 
‘convicts and the manner in which they 
are treated,, and how Mey are clothed 
and fed, we are convinced that the sys- 
tem for the present at least is the best 
|Way to handle this class of violators of 
the law, and until time and experience 
\shall suggest a better method we are 
‘unable to recommend any change or 
modification of it. 

There are five camps besides the bar- 
racks near the civ, located as follows: 
| camp near the alms house 
|with forty-seven prisoners, three of whom 
are white women; two of these are sick 
land are being looked after by Dr. Hope, 
| Who has taken them to the alms house for 
|} treatment. These convicts are very profit- 
‘ably employed in working the farm sur- 
rounding the alms house. They are com- 


|fortably quartered and the @eemp is well | 
clothing being | 
looked after and changed as often as is | 
sub- | 


‘Kept, the bedding and 
necessary. They are provided with 
| Stantial food in abundance, with quite 

a variety of vegetables. 
| The Hapeville camp is situated in the 
southern part of the county about 8 miles 
from the city. There are seventy-three 
convicts here. It is a new camp and 
shows up well in a sanitary way, every- 
thing being kept clean about th® grounds 
and in the barracks: The clothing is 
changed twice a week and the bedding 
as often as is necessary. They are given 
of bread, meat, sirup, rice and 
vegetables. 

At the Soldiers’ home camp there are 
seventy-five convicts. The conditions pre- 
vailing here are about like those at the 
Hapeville camp with the exception that 
being only recently established presents 


‘a neater appear ince, if possible, 


At the Buckhead camp there are IOI 


‘convicts with Surroundings corresponding 


to those named at the other camps. 

The Boulevard camp is situated beyond 
the exposition grounds and has eighty- 
four convicts. This is an old camp, and 


‘its condition is not as favorable as those 


already mentioned. While there is noth- 
ing of a serious nature concerning {ts ap- 
there is an absence of that 
cleanliness and proper observance of hy- 
gienic rules which are in operation in 
other camps. The camp is in charge of 
anew man, and we feel confident that 
the instructions and supeurvtision 
the superintendent conditions will be 
improved at once. 

At the barracks near the city are 
twenty-seven convicts. Seven of them are 
considered of a dangerous character. The 
appointments of these barracks are very 
satisfaictory, the grounds ,and buildings 
being well kept and free from anything 
unsightly. It is proper to state that those 
who are able to work are all white men 
except the cook and other attendants. 
Among those in the hospital is only one 
white man. The other camps are sup- 
plied with vegetables raised on the farm 
at this place, ani as the summer aad- 
vances all the convicts will be furnished 
With an abundance of vegetables grown 
here, including potatoes, tomatoes and 
heans and other products of the garden. 
All the convicts could be quartered here 
If necessary. 

We find that the superintendent receives 
sealed bids every Saturday from our most 
reputable merchants for weekly supplies 
and he awards the contract accordingly. 
The provisions. purehased by him are 
sound and of good quality. This includes 
a good grade of tohacco. 

The clothing is of substantial material 
of light weight for summer and changed 
to heavier for winter. The straw in the 
mattresses at al] the camps is changed 
as often as fs necessary. There are two 
harmless imbeciles now at the barracks. 
They are not able to work and = efforts 
are heing made to thave them placed 
where properly belong, which is tn 
the asvlum. 

We fully recognize the 
convicts are human beings. and shou!d 
. treated such. The object of the 
ecnaingang is to keep violators of the law 
at hard labor during the term of their 
sentence, waich is the just fulfillment of 
the order of the courts. While 
true, we find that they are not 
maneiy treated, but that every care is 
taken to protect their health consistent 
with the proper administration of justice 
concerning their’sentence to hard labor. 
We find that when corvicts are taken to 
the camps, whose previqus life has hen 
one of indoor work, that they are gradual- 
lv subjected to hard labor in order that 
\they may, by degrees, become accustomed 
to it. The superintendent, Captain Don- 
aldson, who has had many years of 
experience in this line, Is careful and 
considerate with these unfortunate ones. 

We find that there are sometimes sent 
to ¢he camps convicts suffering from 
consumption and dropsy. We suggest that 
upon the recommendation of the superin- 
tendent and the camp physician that these 
CASS be submitted to the pardoning 
board for its consideration. 

We further find that quite a number of 
the convicts reach the camp in a wretch- 
ed physical condition from disease, By 
forced confinement at the hospital, with 
careful and intelligent attention by com- 
petent physicians, this class of convicts 
begin to rapidly regain their health, and 
in a short time are able to perform such 
labor as the jaw requires. The spiritual 
welfare of the convicts is not neglected, 
they have preaching at stated inter- 
vals.

A detailed statement from the superin- 
jtendent, embracing all work of the con- 
i'victs and expense for maintaining the va- 
‘rious camps, is filed monthly with 
very competent board of county commis- 
Sioners, to which we refer. you. 
ae Roads and Bridges. 
| Our eommittee drove over and inspected 
'243 miles of publie roads, 64 bridges and 
'4 ferries, all of which were found to be 
in a reasonably good condition, with the 
‘exceptions noted below, and for these 
lwe make the following recommendations:

' Buckhead to Pace'’s ferry. Bellwood ave.

We take pleasure in complimeating the

‘superintendent of the chain gang and his

dition. 


Public Schools. 


W did not deem it necessary to subject 


‘the county to an additional expense that 


we might inspect the buildings, these 
having been thoroughly inspected as to 
their arrangements, venttration and san- 
itation by the last ratte wry. 

We have conferred with the coifity 


‘school commissioners and invited sugges- 
tions, advice and criticism from the pa- | 


trons of the various schools throughout 
the county, and are pleased to advise 
that the system seems to be in a very 
and satisfactory condition. 
thirty-nine schools are so distributed 
throughout the county as to place them 
within the reach ef every citizen, with 


'the_ possible exception of the extreme 


end of the county, and that 
as soon as the road

Our committee visited the school at 


Howell's station, which rs a new build. | 


constructed jointly by the county 
and the citizens of that district during 
the present year. It is wel! mcated on 
high ground and easily accessible to all 
the patrons of said district. The school, 
while well ‘filled, was not overcrowded, 


ing, 


and the order and discipline maintained | 
‘by the two teachers were entirely com- 


mendable. We desire to congratulate the 
citizens of that district on this forward 
step whteeh they have taken for the more 
thorough edueatic.. of wierr onildren. 

For a number of years it as been the 
custom of the county, through its super- 
intendent ef public schools, to afford such 
assistance as was possible with its scant 
funds, to the citizens of any community 
needing such facilities. We are glad to 
Say twat this helping hand has been agp- 
preciated, 
effort the old, unsightly, unsanitary ana 
uncomfortable one-room houses have one 
by one been replaeed by up-to-date school 
buildings owned by the county and under 
county supervision, until now there are 
only a few of the old style houses of 
private ownership. 


It is unquestionably true that the effi- | 


ciency of the system and its benefits to 
its vatrons will be greatly mereased when 
these few private schoo] houses are re- 
placed by modern ones, Owned and con- 
trolled by the county. We suggest that 
it would be advisable to gonsolidate sev- 
eral of the schools so as to make bet- 
ter schools, with more teachers, without 
causing inconvenience to any patron. 
While every child in Fulton county now 


recifived from the state is sufficeint to 


‘maintain these schools for only about five 


and one-half months during the year, in- 
stgad of nine months, as is usual and 
proper. In Many communities the state 
fund is supplemented by private subscrip- 
tion ang the teachers retained through- 
out the nine months, but this is not at all 
universal, and we respectefully submit 
that if some plan of local taxation for 
the support of the schools could be de- 
vised. it would cost the citizens as a 
whole scan®®ly more than the present 
system and would give school privileges 
to rich and poor alike under regular 
county supervision. 

ur committee in its labors received 
assistance from Su- 
perintendent M. L. Brittain and have 
satisfied themselves that he is doing not 
only thorough and efficient Work, but 
that his whole heart is in it. His sys- 
tem of weekly and monthly reports, and 
his visits to the several schools keep 
him in touch with every detail of the 
system. 


Alms House. 


A careful investigation of the manner 
of conducting the affairs of the alms 
house shows that its business is handled 
efficiently and systematically. Our com- 
mittee found the living rooms provided 
for the unfortunate inmates in a comfort- 
able and clean condition and the quality 


|of food wholesome and properly prepared. 


The number of inmates at this time is 
twenty-five whites and twenty-three col- 
ored. Our committee found no case of 
serious illness among them. ‘They found 
there a number of fine hogs and milch 
cows, splendid gardens and truck patches, 
all going to show that this great charity 
of Fulton county is a real thing. 

After a careful inspection of the prem- 
ises by our committee we recommended 
that the county provide a small building 


'to be used as a hospital for persons suf- 
‘fering with contagious and infectious dis- | 
eases; also that the road from Peachtree | 


road to the alms house be improved. 

We heartily commend Dr. Hope for his 
care and professional attention to the 
afflicted poor of the county and for his 
faithful and efficient administration of 
the affairs of this institution. 


Industrial Farm (Reformatory). 


Acting wpon the suggestion of our 
committee appointed to investigate the 
above dnstitution, the grand jury in a 
body visited the farm and Were very 
much impressed with what we saw. We 
found this institution full, and many 
others who have been sentenced to be 
sent there are now «confined in the 
“Tower” awaiting admittance. 

The wards are being taught agricul- 
ture on a broad scale by cultivating a 
great variety of plants. They_are also 
Taught to raise hogs and chi@kens, to 
milk cows for the milk, repair sho*e, 
make and repair clothes, work in the 
blacksmith shop, bottom chairs, 
cook and build both of wood and stone; 
Besides this they 
writing and arithmetic. 

The transfer of 
a criminal life to a training for citizen- 
ship is good, not only from a humane 
standpoint. but from an economic point, 
judging from results upon those now 
out on parole. 

Since this institution was opened, on 
19, 1902, six boys have bern 
paroled, all of whom kept in touch with 
the superintendent. These are now mak- 
ing their own living. value received for 
what they get. One of them is now Suc- 
cessfully running a shoe shop in Atlanta 
and doing neat work from a training re- 


| ceived by him while on the farm,

The expert accountant appointed by 
the last grand jury, having submitted a 
report bringing the work up to May. 
1903, we have not thought it necessary 
to appoint an expert to examine the 
records, but leave this duty for the next 
grand jury. 


Justice of the Peace Dockets. 


A committee from this body has ex- 
amined the dockets of the various justices 
(of the peace. In many instances we 
| find that the final disposition of cases 

and the bill of costs are not shown on 

the dockets. It also appears that the 
| jury lists in use have not been revised 
for some time, and that the furies be- 
lieve that due care is not exercised in 
|} many cases in the acceptance of bonds 
| given 

We recommend that a universal docket 
be used, and commend that in the office 
of Judge Ormond. Inasmuch as the 
county pays for these books, !t would 
be economical to have them uniform. 

The jury lists should he reytsed, mak- 
‘ing use only of the jurors whose names 
appear on the list of the jury commis- 
sioners. 

The disposition of each 
'be clearly entered on the dockets with 
the itemized bill of costs. In every case 
where a bond is required the Justice of 
the peace should mnaFe sufficient investi- 
| ation to satisfy himself of the solvency 
‘of the surety. |
